Claims 2-14, 16-28, 30-42 and 47-56 are patentable at least by virtue of their dependency 
on claims 1, 15, 29 or 46. 

New claims 46-48 are clearly patentable over Yogaratnam at least because of the 
recitation in claim 46 of "executing each of the selected applets in the separate window within 
the viewer." Yogaratnam fails to teach or suggest executing applets in separate windows and 
clearly fails to teach or suggest executing selected applets in separate windows within a viewer. 
Support is found at least pages 7-10 of the specification, and in Fig. 4.
